Since 2006, the purpose of 
honors has been to provide 
a quality education for stu- 
dents from the moment they 
are admitted into the pro- 


gram, as they transition from 


high school to college. 
This can be seen through 
increased number of 


years. 


Faculty Director of the GE 


Honors Program Lee Simp- 
| son said the program is the 


exposure of a private school 
education for the price of a 


| state school. 


Simpson said honors is 
more than an educational 
experience, but instead more 


| like a second family that pro- 


vides a variety of opportuni- 
ties and endless support for 


their students. 

“The best experiences be- 
gin in the classroom,” Simp- 
son said. “It’s those moments 
my students come into my 
office and we talk about 
what’s on their mind, those 
are the moments I enjoy the 
most.” 

Simpson said each year 
has been a stepping stone to 
what the program 1s today. 

Students in honors are pro-

USDA opens internships for CSU campuses 
students studying water sustainabllity are eligible to apply

Sacramento ‘State students 
studying topics related to 
water are now eligible for 
internships under the Wa- 
tershed Management Expe- 
riential Learning for USDA 
Careers grant. 

The internship is funded 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and facilitated 
by Cahfornia State Uni- 
versitys Water Resources 
and Policy Initiative. The 
WRPI was founded in 2008 
to promote education and 
research on best practices 
for water management and 
conservation. 

The USDA-funded _ in- 
ternship’s main goal is to 
“measurably increase the 
encouragement, retention, 
graduation, and USDA ca- 
reer attainment of under- 
represented California State 
University and California 
Community College — stu- 
dents,” the WRPI website 


said. 

There are 50 internships 
offered each year through 
this program, for a total of 
200 at the end of the four- 
year span. Internship re- 
cipients are able to apply to 
renew annually. In a doc- 
ument titled “How CSU 
Students Apply for USDA 
Watershed Management 
Internships,” the WRPI en- 
courages interested students 
to contact their major’s de- 
partment chair to ask if any 
faculty are engaged in wa- 
tershed-related research. 

“Our role is really to en- 
courage students to apply,” 
said Ramzi Mahmood, di- 
rector of Sacramento State’s 
Office of Water Programs. 

Students who want to ap- 
ply can do so with a form on 
the GSU San Bernardino’s 
Water Resources Institute 
website. ‘he application re- 
quires a project description, 
a list of skills and experience 
the student hopes to gain 
from their project, and a 500 
word personal biography. 


The internships were in- 
tended for GSU campus- 
es designated as Hispan- 
ic-Serving Institutions, but 
it was opened up to all 23 
CSU campuses two years 
ago. 

“This year it has opened 
up to students at all the Cal- 
ifornia community colleges, 
of which there are 113 cam- 
puses,’ said Christina Ro- 
driguez, internship manag- 
er at CSU San Bernardino’s 
Water Resources Institute.

Students from a _ wide 
variety of majors can ap- 
ply for the internship, said 
Mahmood. Relevant ma- 
jors include water resource 
engineering, environmental 
sciences, biology, agriculture 
and soil science. 

“It can even go into water 
policy,” Mahmood said. 

Final reports for the in- 
ternships are published at 
the end of each year on the 
WRPI website. Previous 


internship projects have in- 


cluded environmental edu- 
cation, river discharge mea- 
surement, low water crop 
research, flood control and 
even aerial photography. 

California’s drought will 
have a major effect on the 
internship project topics, 
Rodriguez said. 

“IT expect to see more proj- 
ects that address drought 
policy, drought activity, and 
water conservation for this 
round of internships,” Ro- 
driguez said. 
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At times when “going green” seems 
more like a nuisance than a benefit, it is 
important to remember that every bot- 
tle we recycle and every ounce of food 
we compost is propelling us forward 
into an age of sustainability. 

Sacramento State has been playing a 
major role in the sustainability effort. 
Rain gardens are being installed all over 
campus. Recycling bins are everywhere. 
Solar energy 1s becoming commonplace. 


The drought has put our state in a 


harsh predicament, but Sac State’s ef- 
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forts and those of many other entities 
and individuals should be commended. 
Members of the Sac State communi- 
ty can recycle car batteries, electronics, 
cooking oil and even green waste. [he 
WELL pharmacy will properly dispose 
of prescription drugs, as well as medica- 
tion for your pets. 
Sac State has the resources and the 
power to deal with most, if not all, of 
the community’s sustainability needs.

Campus holds a discussion for reaccreditation -

Sacramento State is in the 
process of reaccreditation, 
as explained in a forum on 
Sept. 28. The forum was 
for the campus community 
to come together and hear 
about the process and ask 
questions of Christopher 
Oberg, the vice president 
of the Western Senior Col- 
lege and University Com- 
mission. Accreditation is a 
process that every universi- 
ty goes through every eight 
to 10 years. 

This is the method by 
which it is ensured by the 
government that univer- 
sities are doing what they 
should be doing to support 
their students. 

“This is a process in which 
you must engage because 
you want to remain an 
institution in good stand- 


na, and Central America 
among others, participate. 
The competition challeng- 
es the teams to design and 
build solar-powered houses 
that are cost-effective and 
energy-efficient. 

The competition takes 
place beginning on Oct. 
8 and lasts until Oct. 18, 
at the Orange County 
Great Park in Irvine, 
Calif: 

Over the last eight 
months, the Sac State 
team had began work- 
ing on building a net-ze- 
ro house , a house that 
sustains itself and uses 
less than 70 percent energy 
than conventional homes, 
meeting the requirements 
of the competition. 

Sac State’s team goal was 
to build a net-zero house 
within an affordable means 
and where no light bulb 
would be on during the day. 

Professor Anderson ex-

pressed his pride in being 


part of this project in which 


ing and you want to par- 
ticipate in title IV federal 
financial aid programs,” 
Oberg said. “But it’s also 
an opportunity for you 
to take a look at all those 
good things that are repre- 
sented in your mission and 
your vision and your val- 
ues. And use this to lever- 
age activity that will ult- 
mately benefit you.” 

The reaccreditation pro- 
cess is one that all of Sac 
State can be involved in. 
Vice President of Aca- 
demic Affairs for Associ- 
ated Students, Inc. ‘Tucker 
Caruso has been partici- 
pating in the process.

during this reaccreditation 
process,” Caruso said. “Be- 
ing there to know when to 
bring student voices to the 
meetings.” 

The accreditation pro- 
cess 1s one that takes in 
many aspects of the uni- 
versity. Student learning 
and success are the most 
important part, but decid- 
ing what that means can 
be difficult. . 

“Sac State has a story to 
tell. he narrative won't 
be as robust as it should 
be unless you contribute 
to the story,” Oberg said. 
“The key here is that you 
may use and will use reten- 
tion and graduation rates, 
but they. are no longer 
sufficient.” 

This process is not de- 
signed for the school to fail, 
it is just a way to see how 
the school is performing. 

“What percent of you 


They do all that professors 
do, but they also work with 
integrity,” Smith said. 

One of the many features 
that the Modular Reflect 
Home has, is a passive de- 
sion-natural draft with op- 
erable awning windows 
and a rain water collector 
that can be used for water 
features. The 20 per- 
cent of energy pro- 
duction of the house 
comes from the Solar- 
ia solar skylights. 

Building the house 
was a great learning 
opportunity for both 
professors and the stu- 
dents. “If you look at it with 
the objective of the depart- 
ment energy, it is really to 
educate the public about 
alternative methods,” An- 
derson said. 

Figgess said that the Sac 
State team feels very confi- 
dent on winning the com- 
petition. Since the house 
is built through intelligent 
design that can _ reduce

and can eliminate waste 
of energy. After all, their 
goal was to keep the house 
simple. 

‘The house was built solely 
by the students, who vol- 
unteered. Uhrough the last 
months, the students were 
cuided by professionals and 
received first-hand training 
experience. 

“Students had the oppor- 
tunity to experience labor 
work that they will do in the 
future,” Figgess said. 

Even after the recent ar- 
rival of the house’s doors 
and after eight months of 
hard work, challenges do 
not stop. 

Now the team has the 
challenge of disassemble 
the house to transport it to 
Irvine, where the competi- 
tion will be held. 

After the competition, 
there are plans to use the 
997-square-foot house as 
a learning laboratory and 
an event center for the 
university.

right now, if you’re doing 
what you say you're trying 
to do, you’re going to be in 
compliance. This is not a 
fear-driven process.” 

WSCUC is the organiza- 
tion that oversees the ac- 
creditation of all schools 
on the west coast of the 
US. 

“The U.S. Department of 
Education made my agen- 
cy -- the Western Associa- 
tion of Schools and Col- 
leges -- break away from 
its sister agencies, and we 
had to rename ourselves. 
So folks, call it WASC. It’s 
the easiest thing to do. But 
when you write it you have 
to,write WSCUC,” Oberg 
said. 

ASI President Melissa 
Bardo said it is import- 
ait to include the student 
vdice in the reaccreditation 
process. 

“Part of our strategic 
plan for the year is to get 
involved in and support 
some of the academic ef- 
forts going on around cam- 
pus to better the institution. 
And so the reaccreditation 
process is somewhere we 


-can do that,” Bardo said. 


“Tt’s instrumental that the 
student voice is part of 
that conversation even if 
we graduate next year and 
we don't necessarily see 
the benefits. It’s still our 
degree. And our degree 
wil mean more if the insti- 
tution continues to better 
itself.”

recently appointed as 
the first ever practi- 


tioner-in-residence for 
Sacramento State’s Col- 
lege of Social Science & 
Interdisciplinary Studies, 
in hopes of establishing a 
Downtown Center for the 
University. 

Dickinson, a former Cal- 
ifornia assembly member 
elected in 2010, has spent 
much of his life in public 
affairs and service. 

“Much of my experience 
has been holding public of- 
fice; I’ve spent more than 
21 years serving at a local 
and state level, as well as in 
other capacity,” Dickinson 
said. 

Dickinson began his ca- 
reer as a lawyer at the 
California Department of 
Consumer Affairs, where 
he assisted with legislation 
and ran a statewide project 
helping with improvement 
in small claims court for 
seven years. He later went 
into private practice for 
10 years where he helped 
people who were misrep- 
resented and were victims 
of fraud. He then went on 
to serve on the California 
Board of Supervisors for 
17 years. Dickinson said he 
is excited for the new posi- 
tion of practitioner-in-res- 
idence and the prospects 
that come along with it.

Dickinson said his passion 
for this position not only 
stems from his love of gov- 
ernment and public poli- 
cies, but also from his previ- 
ous work with students and 
his passion to educate.

‘Uhat 
experience was very ener- 
gizing and rewarding for 


Hopefully by this participa- 
tion of mine, I can have an 
effect on hopefully opening 
some doors to people.” 


The Dean of SSIS, Orn 
Bodvarsson, spoke about 
the importance of the posi- 
tion and having Dickinson 
as a resource for the college. 

“I wanted to bring in 
somebody who has a dis- 
tinguished career in pub- 
lic service, let our students 
and faculty have access to 
him and tap into their tal- 
ents and make good use 
of it,’ Bodvarsson said.

Day said. “I have always 
dreamed of playing golf 
here since I picked it up.

As the Sacramento State 
men’s soccer team _ pre- 
pares for Big West Confer- 
ence play this week, they 
find themselves in the po- 
sition of outsiders looking 
in. 

With the 2015 season 
being their fourth in the 
conference, the Hornets 
are looking to take their 
experience from last sea- 
son to improve their stand- 
ing among the Big West 
schools. 

Assistant coach Matt Mc- 
Dougall, who is in his 10th 
season with the Hornets, 
thinks the team is in po- 
sition to make a splash in 
the conference. After the 
Hornets’ win against Saint 
Mary’s College on Sun- 
day, the team improved to 
3-4-1, 

“Our team is finally com- 
ing into shape and we’re 
becoming more of a threat 
at the goal,” McDougall 
said. 

The Hornets finished the 
2014 season with a 4-5-1 


conference record (6-11-3 
overall) to finish third in 
the North division. The 
team qualified for the Big 
West tournament, where 
only the top. three teams 
from each division make 
it in. The Hornets lost 
in the first round to UC 
Irvine, who eventually 
made the 2014 NCAA 
Division I Men’s Soccer 
Championships. 

Head coach Michael 
Linenberger said his team 
is looking to improve upon 
last year’s finish. 

“Last year was our third 
year in the Big West, and 
our first year to qualify for 
the tournament,” Linen- 
berger said. 

Compared to last season, 
the Hornets are almost on 
par with the 2014 team. 
Going into’ conference 
play, the team has eight 
goals scored, which was 
the same going into con- 
ference play last season. 
Their shot percentage this 
season so far is better, as 
the team is averaging a 
.107 shot percentage on 77 
shots.

Big West set to test

This season looks to be 
a very competitive sea- 
son not just for the Hor- 
nets, but for the entire 
conference.

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the 2015 season with a new head coach, 
Steve Sampson, who has experience 
coaching the men’s national team and 
the Los Angeles Galaxy of Major League 
Soccer. 

UC Davis, the Hornets’ main rival, also 
looks to unseat UC Santa Barbara at 
the top. Last season, the Aggies finished 
ahead of the Hornets in the division with 
a 5-3-2 conference record. 

Though they have started this season 
3-5-0, they have beaten the University of 
Wisconsin, who are part of the Big Len 
conference. 

Redshirt freshman Brad Bumgarner, 
who was on last year’s team, thinks the 
Hornets are just as capable of winning 
the conference as any other team. 

“Before every season we make it a point 
to set goals,’ Bumgarner said. “And 
among them is to finish in the top two of 
our division. I feel like we have a good 
chance of doing so.” 

The South division is also fairly compet- 
itive, with CSU Fullerton and UC Irvine 
both making the NCAA Division I Men’s 


Soccer Championships last season. 


CSU Fullerton managed to win the Big 
West championship last season with only 
three conference wins (3-4-3). 

UC Irvine finished last season with a 
4-5-1 conference record. UC Riverside, 
who won the South division, had a 4-3- 
3 conference record, while Cal State 
Northridge looks to improve after missing 
the Big West tournament last year. 

After making the tournament last year, 
Linenberger said that just making it 1s no 
longer enough. 

“We got a taste of it last year, and now 
we want more,” Linenberger said.

The Hornets start off conference play 
against last year’s conference champions, 
CSU Fullerton, on Thursday, followed by 
UC Riverside on Saturday.

South Central/West Regional with an 
overall scoring total of 915. 

Day has adjusted well to playing D1- 
vision I sports and has also adjusted to 
the level of competition that comes with 
being a Division I athlete in the Big Sky 
Conference.

Sacramento State students 
and community mem- 
bers came in big numbers 
to share some laughs over 
the San Francisco Com- 
edy Competition hosted by 
Unique Programs.

“This is a great competi- 


tion ...all these incredible 
people have been in it so it 
feels good to be a part of 
history,” Seoul said. “I feel 
good, I feel like I connected 
with the audience, they were 
feeling me so we'll see how 
the judges scored me, but so 
far so good.“

Using the Sac Sfate Mobile 
app allows students to do a

Some may wonder if there 
is a certain advantage to en- 
rolling through the website, 
but Director of Web Ser- 
vices Jeff Dillon said that 
both should run at the same 
speed.

up a software where they 
can lay out their courses 
eventually over a four year 
time period.” 

Gilbert talked about the 
need for this software be- 
cause there is no available 
planning data in order to 
sufficiently have enough of 
certain classes in demand. 

“The idea is to use the 
data from all the students 
[using the degree plan- 
ning software] to plan out 
how many courses they 
need in advance,” said Gil- 
bert. “IRT [will] support 
the software but the entire 
campus is going to work 
together.” 

IRT hopes to get the 
software running for next 
year’s fall registration. 

“We hope to at least get 
part of the software. work- 
ing by springtime,” said 
Gilbert. “I’m very excit- 
ed for it and happy that 
President Nelsen has such 
a focus to get students the 


courses they need.” 

With employed staff and 
around 60-80 working stu- 
dents, IRT sponsors learn- 
ing spaces, classroom tech- 
nology, technology learning 
centers and computer labs. 
Study areas, also known as 
learning spaces, are spread 
throughout the AIRC and 
other campus buildings. 

If students have their One- 
Card, they may loan equip- 
ment such as laptops, tab- 
lets, presentation equipment 
like VGA and audio cables, 
white board markers and 
flip video cameras. ‘They 
may borrow these only from 
the computer lab located at 
AIRC 2004. 

“The flip [video] cameras 
can be checked out for three 
days... but you can renew 
it,’ said Academic Support 
Services Director Maureen 
McQuestion. 

Students can borrow lap- 
tops from the user services 
desk in the library and the 


ASI student shop located on 
the University Union’s sec- 
ond floor. 

Campus computers are in- 
stalled with a list of available 
software like Microsoft Of- 
fice, Adobe Creative Suite 6 
and IBM SPSS Statistics. 

Computers in the Student 
Technology Center and the 
Technology Learning Cen- 
ter have software like Cam- 
tasia Studio and Snagitt. 

For specific computer pro- 
grams and locations, visit 
www.csus.edu/irt/Software. 

Office 365, a version of Mi- 
crosoft office accessed over 
the Internet, is predicted to 
be available for students to 
use on their personal devic- 
es starting in spring.
